The body of Lyford Moore, Am- 
ericon Broadcasting Company cor- 
respondent missing for five months 
was -found In Oslo fjord yester- 
day and police sought to determine 
the cause of his death. 


The body was identified by fin- 


ger prints. A medical expert said 
the body showed no signs of 
death by violence, but that a fur- 
ther investigation is being made. 


The U. S. embassy announced 


today that an autopsy had been 
formed by a doctor from the State 
Hospital and that no signs of 
fracture or internal bleeding had 
been found. There was water in 
the lungs. Laboratory tests will 
be made tomorrow,-a-press-attache- 
said, but results are not-expeced to 
be known for a week.

United Nations, N. Y., May 14— 


(^)—The United Nations 
sanc- 


tions committee today voted a 
worldwide ban on shipments 
of 


war goods to Communist China. 
The vote was 11 to nothing, with 
Egypt abstaining. 


The sanctions group, formerly 


known as the additional measures 
committee, is a 14-nation body set 
up to consider punishment of Red 
China for her intervention in 
Korea. The committee's vote is 
only the first step toward imposi- 
tion of the worldwide embargo. 


Following this, the ban must be 


debated by the politncal commit- 
tee of the general assembly, and 
then by the assembly in plenary 
session. The Soviet bloc Is expect- 
ed to fight it In both forums to 
the last ditch. India, leader of the 
neutralist group in the U. N., is 
also expected to oppose the em- 
bargo as endangering any chance 
of peace negotiations with Peip- 
mg.

sembly acceptance, however, and 
the U. S. hopes adoption will be 
by an overwhelming majority.

EXAMINING MACARTHUR VIEWS 


Before General MacArthur took the witness 


chair in Washington, the wider aspects of the contro- 
versy surrounding his dismissal were sometimes be- 
ing referred to. as the "Europe v. Asia" debate. 


The inference was that MacArthur represented 


a policy which would put Asia first as a theater of 
combat against Russian communism, while the Ad- 
ministration stood for "Europe first." 


But, according to an editorial written by Bruce 


Biossat for NEA Service, Inc., detailed examination 
of the general's testimony before the Senate For- 
eign Relations and Armed Services Committee puts 
a totally different light on his attitude. 


MacArthur is for combatting the' Reds in all 


theaters, simultaneously if necessary. To those who 
argue that free nations cannot thus divide their 
strength, he replies that the Communists must like-- 
wise divide theirs to contest on more than one front. 
If they can do it, why not we? 


If MacArthur gives any priority at all to Asia, 


it is simply because fighting is now in progress 
there, while Europe is still theoretically at peace. 
But he stated emphatically that he does not be- 
lieve the defense of Europe should be neglected in 
any way. 


There is planly no comfort in MacArthur's views 


for those who feel that Europe should be left largely 
to its own devices. Nor is' there solace for the -be- 
lievers in a sort of "fortress America" which would 
retire within its own outposts and rely on sea .and 
air power to fend off a hostile world. 


That MacArthur should have, in this current 


controversy, attracted the backing of many long- 
confirmed isolationists is ironic. For his testimony 
proves that he is at the very opposite pole. He is for 
stepping in wherever the Communists threaten free 
men. 


While he has great faith in American sea power 


and air strength and wants to' see them more fully 
employed right now against Red. China, he does not 
argue that they alone can be the saviors of freedom. 
To him, ground, sea and air forces are an inseparable 
team and he thinks it silly to consider them any 
other way. Here again, his words offer no pleasure 
to men who contend America can defend itself— 
and help defend its allies—without a large, well- 
trained land army. 


MacArthur does not believe we are now prepar- 


ed to fight a war on many fronts. But he is confident 
we have the potential, and should not therefore flinch 
from facing communism down at all points. 


By his testimony on this broad problem, the gen- 


eral made clear that the issue is how to fight the 
war in Korea to produce the military victory he be- 
lieves must be won to justify our fighting. 


When the answering testimony of the Joint 


Clucis of Staff is all in, then the time will have ar- 
rued to v. eigh that issue with the utmost care and 
perception. Meantime, it is enough to observe that 
the general's differences with the Administration 
arc on a much narrower front than was first im- 
agined by many.

A. Page, 41, proprietor of the 
Columbus Inn, who died early Sat- 
urday of a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound, will be held at the Brack- 
en-Keating Funeral Home in Corry 
Tuesday morning at ten o'clock. 


The body of Mr. Page, with the 


top of the head blown away as 
as result of a wound inflicted by 
a 30-30 Winchester 
rifle,

found by his wife about seven 
o'clock Saturday morning, when 
she became alarmed over the fact 
he was not in bed where he had 
been under the care of a physician 
for several days. 


Coroner Ed Lowrey, who investi-
